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TRAFFIC CONGESTION CRISIS 


Residents call for action to be taken on 'out of control' summer traffic 


LYME Regis residents are calling for a 
solution to the town’s summer traffic 
chaos, claiming the annual problem has 
reached “crisis point”. 

The debate over potential solutions to the re¬ 
sort’s increasing congestion during the peak 
weeks of summer has been ongoing for 
decades and was raised again on social net¬ 
working site Facebook last week, sparking 
about 70 comments from concerned and angry 
residents who said it is now time for the town 
and county councils to “deal with this out of 
control mess”. 

Lyme resident Matt Puddy put the traffic 
chaos down to the “sheer greed” of the town 
council continuing to promote Lyme Regis as 
a tourist destination, while residents have to

“put up with this mayhem every year”. 

He added: “People leave cities to get away 
from this kind of congestion... it is quite short¬ 
sighted to simply do nothing and allow the 
stress and environmental consequences to take 
their toll.” 

Another resident said he was concerned that 
the heavy traffic throughout summer was af¬ 
fecting the response times of emergency serv¬ 
ices in the town. 

Local businessman Adrian Porter started the 
debate by saying it was time for some “radical 
thinking” on the issue, which resulted in a 
number of potential traffic solutions 
being raised by residents. 

One of the main ideas put forward 
was to move the traffic lights in 
Church Street to outside the London 
Inn and create a three-way system, 
which would include Monmouth 
Street, to prevent vehicles from 
passing each other in one of the nar¬ 
rowest parts of the town. Facebook 
users suggested that Pooles Court, 
off Church Street, could be made 
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one-way by taking a section from the playing 
field to create an exit onto Anning Road, mean¬ 
ing no traffic from Pooles Court or Lym Close 
would exit onto Church Street, which some 
thought would make the traffic light system 
“more managable”. 

The idea of a longer stretch between the traf¬ 
fic lights on Church Street and Bridge Street 
has been suggested several times before but 
councillors and the police have raised concerns 
that this would create huge tailbacks in Char- 
mouth Road and Broad Street. 

Other suggestions included replacing the 
“Keep Clear” markings on Church Street with 
hatched yellow boxes and cameras; moving the 
“Give Way” sign at the top of Church Street 
forward five metres so that drivers could see if 
there were oncoming vehicles when they 
stopped; and to allow deliveries to town centre 
shops earlier in the morning. 

Another major suggestion was to turn Cobb 
Gate car park into a drop-off and turning point 
for large vehicles to prevent coach drivers from 
stopping in the bus stop at the bottom of Broad 
Street, which causes further congestion as 
buses are forced to block the road. 

Speaking on this specific issue, Mr Puddy 
added that there was “no control over what 
happens in the town square on a daily basis”. 

One resident suggested that to offset the rev¬ 
enue lost from closing the 
car park, ticket machines 
could be installed on the 
Cart Road instead. 

Others called for the 
local bus companies to in¬ 
crease communication 
with each other to prevent 
passing at the pinch point 
on Church Street, and for 
the park and ride to stay 
open later to encourage 
more visitors to use the fa¬ 
cilities. More extreme sug¬ 
gestions included closing 
the town to throuhg traffic 
during summer and to stop 
building more houses to 
make space for more car 
parks.

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'Undoubtedly our toughest challenge yet' 



LYME Regis has proudly welcomed 
home its intrepid rowers Elliott Dale and 
Chris Walters, after they broke a world 
record in their trans-Atlantic trip from 
New York to the Isles of Scilly last week. 

While the rowing pair, both members 
of Lyme Regis Gig Club, were unable to 
complete their 3,246-mile challenge in 
less than 55 days - the record set by Nor- 
weigans George Harbo and Frank 
Samuelson in 1896 - as they were ham¬ 
pered by appalling weather conditions 
throughout, they did set the world 
record for the fastest crossing of the At¬ 
lantic from New York to the Isles of Scilly 
in a modern open class pairs boat. 

They are only the second pair to com¬ 
plete this row, thought to be the tough¬ 
est route across the Atlantic, and battled 
with persistant rain and wind carrying 
them in the wrong direction, the tail end 
of Hurricane Arthur, blistering heat, near 
misses with whales and cargo ships, a 
shark following them, exhaustion, hallu¬ 
cinations and a diet of freeze-dried 
spaghetti bolognese and recycled 
water. 

Their efforts have so far raised 
£115,000 of their £300,000 target for 
Children's Hospice South West and 
fundraising will continue until the end

of the year. Elliott and Chris were wel¬ 
comed into St Mary's Harbour on the 
Isles on Scilly at about 11.30am last 
Thursday after 60 days and six hours at 
sea. A flotilla of boats, including mem¬ 
bers of Lyme Regis Gig Club, friends and 
family, greeted them and cheered the 
pair on for the final push, and a further 
crowd of supporters eagerly waited for 
their arrival at the harbour. 

After making it to dry land they were 
quickly handed bottles of cider to cele¬ 
brate. 

The pair, both in their 50s, said it was 
great to set a record that doesn't refer to 
their age having been two of the four- 
man team which became the oldest 
ever to row the Atlantic in 2012 as part 
of the Talisker Whiskey Atlantic Chal¬ 
lenge. 

The row also gave Elliott a great ex¬ 
cuse to give the judge when he is called 
to court this week for failing to respond 
to a speeding fine - he was in the middle 
of the Atlantic. 

Chris said:"This has undoubtedly been 
one of our toughest challenges yet. 



Overgrown verge closes pavement

WALKERS on the busy A3052 between Charmouth 
roundabout and Lyme Regis were forced to walk on the 
road last week after overgrown verges left the pave¬ 
ments closed. 

Dorset County Council erected signs saying the foot¬ 
path was closed, meaning walkers had to step into the 
hazardous road because of overhanging grass. 

The pavement between Fernhill and Dragon's Hill in 
Lyme Regis remained closed for about a week before 



the county council cut back the overgrown verges fol¬ 
lowing a call from the View from Lyme Regis. 

A spokesperson for the council said the stretch was 
missed by accident by its grass cutting team and there¬ 
fore closed "for public safety" but would be reopened 
"imminently, as a matter of urgency". 

The footpath closure came after county councillor 
Daryl Turner apologised for overgrown verges in the 
area at last week's Lyme Regis Town Council meeting, 
admitting the county had been "caught out" by the wet 
winter and mild spring and had left some verges in an 
"unacceptable condition", but added it was now get¬ 
ting on top of the issue.

Lyme Bay BSL nominated for top award 


A LOCAL centre that offers courses and qualifications 
in British Sign Language (BSL) has been shortlisted for 
a high profile national award by UK charity and leading 
awarding body in deaf communications, Signature. 

Lyme Bay BSL, based in Charmouth, has been named 
as one of four contenders in the Centre of the Year cat¬ 
egory at the 2014 Signature Annual Awards. 

The awards honour individuals, organisations and 
community groups that are striving to break down the 
barriers of communication between deaf and hearing 
people. 

Lyme Bay BSL has been offering Signature qualifica¬ 
tions in BSL since 2008. A relatively small centre, it is 
renowned for its personal touch and close relationships 
with learners and the wider South West deaf commu¬ 
nity. 

All learners are made to feel welcome and relaxed, 
and are encouraged to progress and build their confi¬ 
dence. The centre goes the extra mile by arranging 
Skype sessions with any student that has been unwell 
so they are kept up-to-date with their tutorials, and 
provides information about careers working with deaf 
and deafblind people. 

Students are also encouraged to interact with deaf 


clubs - both locally and in other counties - to help 
them understand more about the deaf community. 

The centre is run by director Kate Fowler, who is pro¬ 
foundly deaf herself. 

She said:"We are delighted to have made the shortlist 
for this award - it's a great feeling to be acknowledged 
for the work we do to assist learners and make a posi¬ 
tive difference in the local community." 

Jim Edwards, Signature chief executive, said: "We are 
pleased to be recognising Lyme Bay BSL in the Centre 
of the Year category at this year's awards. The centre has 
a fantastic reputation and receives impressive feedback 
from learners. 

"It has also succeeded in forging strong connections 
with local deaf and hearing communities and organi¬ 
sations, and its commitment to ensuring that all stu¬ 
dents are supported equally is commendable."

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Communication between 
councils essential for town 


THE importance of good communication 
and correspondence has been emphasised 
after it was revealed that district and 
county councillor Daryl Turner had not 
been receiving agendas for town council 
meetings. 

Councillor Turner told last week’s meet¬ 
ing of Lyme Regis Town Council that he 
had not been receiving agendas and had 
not been copied in on correspondence be¬ 
tween the town and district and county 
councils. 

He said that it was a standing order of the 
town council to send agendas to its district 
and county representatives, but noted the 
previous order to also copy them in to cor¬ 
respondence had been removed. 

Councillor Michaela Ellis said it was a 
“big concern” that Councillor Turner had 
not been receiving agednas, adding: “I 
can’t believe he has not been receiving 
them and I think we need to look into this. 
I would hate to think we’re ostracising a 
district and county councillor by not send¬ 
ing out agendas. It’s critical that he knows 
what’s going on in our town.” 

Referring to recent debate on proposed 
loading and unloading restrictions at Cobb 
Square, which seemed to result from mis- 
communications between the town and 
county councils, Councillor Cheryl 
Reynolds asked her brother, Councillor 


Turner: “If you had more information 
about what this town council needed, 
would the time spent and the aggrevation 
caused for the Cobb Square parking re¬ 
strictions, for example, have been spared? 

“Surely, knowing all the good things you 
have achieved for this town and how well 
respected you are we should, as a town 
council, correspond and communicate with 
you verbally because I do that almost every 
day and I find you most very helpful. 

“Correspondace and communication is in 
the town’s best interest... it is essential for 
the good of this town. The connection 
should be fully utilised by staff and coun¬ 
cillors alike.” 

Councillor Stan Williams added: “It’s 
important to give the district and county an 
opportunity to understand what is going on 
in the town... before we get to the silly 
stage like we did the other day.” 

Town and district councillor George 
Symonds asked if the standing order to in¬ 
clude district and county councillors in all 
correspondence could be reinstated, saying 
it “can’t be beneficial to the good of Lyme 
Regis as a whole” to exclude it. 

It was agreed this would come to a future 
meeting of the Strategy & Policy Commit¬ 
tee for consideration.

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Mayor presents Rifles' 
bugle to town museum 


News in a nutshelL. 

Police assure beach-goers 
there's no cause for concern 


A SILVER bugle presented 
to Lyme Regis by The Ri¬ 
fles last year, to celebrate 
the regiment’s Lreedom of 
the Town, has gone on pub¬ 
lic display in the museum. 

The commemorative gift 
was given to the Mayor of 
Lyme Regis, Councillor 
Sally Holman, on the 
town’s behalf as part of the 
Armed Lorces Day cele¬ 
brations last year when the 
Rifles’ Lreedom of the 
Town was renewed. 

A special ceremony was 
held on Marine Parade to 
update the Lreedom of the 
Town to The Rifles, for¬ 
merly known as the Devon 
and Dorset Regiment when 
the honour was first be¬ 
stowed. 

The bugle was presented 
to David Tucker, director 
of Lyme Regis Museum, 
last week to coincide with 
the opening of a Lirst 
World War exhibition. 

Councillor Holman said: 
“I accepted the bugle from 
The Rifles on the town’s 
behalf, so it is only right 
that the community has the 
opportunity to see it and 
appreciate its significance. 

“It seemed appropriate to 
loan the bugle to the mu¬ 
seum so it would be acces¬ 
sible to all, and even more 
fitting that it was presented 
during the opening of the 
museum’s exhibition to 
commemorate 100 years 
since the outbreak of WWI. 

“I hope many residents 
and visitors will take the 
opportunity to view the 
bugle and reflect on the 
historic relationship be¬ 
tween the town and The Ri¬ 
fles.” 

Men of Lyme Regis 
served for almost three 
centuries with the Dorset 
Regiment, and Lyme Regis 
was the first town to grant 
the Lreedom to them im¬ 
mediately after World War 
II. 

Lollowing the amalgama¬ 
tion of the Dorset Regi¬ 
ment and the Devon 
Regiment, the new regi¬ 
ment was granted the Lree- 
dom in 1976. Their 
successors, The Rifles, ac¬ 
cepted that Lreedom, ex¬ 
tended in 2006. 

Mr Tucker said: “As a 
registered museum we al¬ 
ways seek to collect inter¬ 
esting items that tell the 
story of Lyme Regis, and 
the town’s civic history is 
certainly a part of this. The 
bugle will initially be dis¬ 
played in our recent acqui¬ 
sitions case. 

“The presentation coin¬ 
cides with the opening of 
our WWI exhibition, 
which tells the general 
story of the war and con¬ 
centrates on the experi¬ 
ences of local men. Our 
researchers have identified 
all the local fatalities - and 
they are all recorded, and 
we also tell the stories of 
about 18 local men who 
died in WWI.”

Michaela Ellis argued that 
the bugle should have been 
displayed in the Guildhall, 
rather than being presented 
to the museum. 

Councillor Ellis said she 
attended the presentation, 
where Councillor Holman 
had said it was a deicsion 
of the council to hand the 
bugle over to the museum. 

“I don’t recall making 
that decision,” she argued. 
“That was a gift to the peo¬ 


ple of Lyme Regis and the 
right place for it is in the 
Guildhall.” 

Councillor Holman said 
she did not recall saying it 
was a decision of the coun¬ 
cil, adding it was her own 
decision, made with coun¬ 
cil operations manager El¬ 
liott Herbert, for “practical 
reasons” and that the mu¬ 
seum was “the right place 
for it”.

The incident sparked outrage on social networking 
site Facebook, where it was described as "a man hunt" 
but police have said there is no cause for concern. 

PCSO Luke White said: "At this time it does not ap¬ 
pear that there is cause for concern other than taking 
usual sensible precautions while on the beach, such 
as making sure you know where your children are at 
all times and not leaving personal possessions unat¬ 
tended. 

"If anyone witnessed the incident and wishes to 
speak with police then they can call 101 quoting inci¬ 
dent 107:393."

AN urgent appeal has gone out for two new 
senior members of Lyme Regis lifeboat crew.

He will continue his role as shore crew and 
visitor officer after giving up his DLA duties.

Following the murder of Archbishop Thomas Becket 
in 1170, pilgrims regularly journeyed to Becket’s 
shrine in Canterbury Cathedral. Chaucers’ pilgrims in 
“The Canterbury Tales” were part of a story-telling 
contest by a group of pilgrims as they walked together 
from Southwark to Canterbury. The prize for this con¬ 
test was a free meal at the Tabard Inn Southwark, on 
their return. 

The dictionary defines “pilgrim” as “a person who 
journeys to a sacred place for religious reasons”. But 
it can also mean someone who travels to a place of 
personal interest, or simply someone regarded as jour¬ 
neying through life. Whichever it might be, it certainly 
suggests journeying for some kind of reason or pur¬ 
pose. The opposite might be the word “nomad”, some¬ 
one who simply wanders along. 

The summer break gives us the chance to slow down 
and reflect on where we are going, before we resume 
our journeys once more. Are we pilgrims, knowing 
where and why we journey? Or are we just nomads?

WITH the summer holidays now in full swing, the 
British Vehicle Rental and Leasing Association 
(BVRLA) has created a list of the ten things travellers 
can do to have a smooth car rental experience. 

"Whether you're heading abroad to the Italian 
lakes or going on a staycation to one of Britain's 
beaches, a hire car is the ideal way to have an en¬ 
joyable holiday this summer," said BVRLA Chief Ex¬ 
ecutive Gerry Keaney. 

"Car rental is more flexible than public transport 
and far more cost-effective than taking taxis every¬ 
where, so it gives millions of tourists the freedom to 
explore their destination in comfort and at their 
own pace. 

"There are more than 10 million car rental trans¬ 
actions every year, and the vast majority are without 
complaint due to high standards of customer serv¬ 
ice. However, both customers and car rental staff 
can make mistakes during this busy time of the year, 
so we've put together a list of the top ten ways to 
enjoy hassle-free car hire." 

1: Beware of bogus car rental companies. It's all 
too easy to be hoodwinked by a bogus company 
offering very low prices and nationwide availability, 
even for last minute bookings. So remember - if it 
looks or sounds too good to be true, it probably is. 
2: Use a BVRLA member. Seeing the BVRLA logo 
on the website or in the branch when you're book¬ 
ing is a sign that you are dealing with a reputable 
company that has been vetted and operates to a 
professional code of conduct. Using a member also 
means you can use our conciliation service in the 
unlikely event of any dispute. You can find BVRLA 
members near you by using our website: 
www.carhire.bvrla.co.uk 

3: Do your homework. If you're relying on a price 
comparison or aggregator site when getting 
quotes, pay close attention to what is and isn't in¬ 


cluded in the price. Many only give you a basic 
drive-away cost that may not include your specific 
requirements for things like additional drivers, child 
seats or sat-navs. Plus, some rental companies 
charge extra if you can't return the vehicle to the 
same location or are leaving the country. 

4: Read the paperwork. Make sure you read and 
understand the terms and conditions of your con¬ 
tract with the rental company. Ask for a copy prior 
to your rental, so that you can read it in your own 
time rather than when you've just arrived at your 
destination. This ensures you have plenty of time to 
read it through, and means you can call the rental 
company to discuss any questions you may have. 
5: Understand the insurance excess and waivers. 
People take different approaches to risk, and often 
change their mind, so rental companies offer a va¬ 
riety of products to help consumers reduce their li¬ 
ability in the event of an accident or incident. With 
this in mind, it's vital to check if there are any exclu¬ 
sions to your loss/damage waiver or your insurance. 
In many cases, windscreens, tyres and roof damage 
are not covered. It's also worth thinking ahead 
about what sort of cover you want. Whatever you 
do, don't leave your decision until you arrive at your 
destination. 

6: Find a fuelling option that suits you. Your car 
rental quote will not include fuel. Most companies 
will give you the option of buying a tank of fuel from 
them and returning the car empty or returning it 
with a full tank. Remember what you agreed to, oth¬ 
erwise you could end up gifting the rental company 
a free tank of fuel or paying an extra charge to have 
the tank re-filled. 

7: Tell the rental firm how you plan to use the ve¬ 
hicle. Make sure that you tell the rental company if 
you're going to take the vehicle abroad - some 
companies won't let you take rental cars into certain 


countries. You'll also need relevant documentation, 
such as a VE103B certificate and proof that you're 
insured to drive the vehicle in that country. It's al¬ 
ways worth doing your research on local traffic reg¬ 
ulations, restricted zones (e.g.: London Congestion 
Zone) or tolls (e.g.: Dartford Tunnel). Your rental 
company will be happy to advise you if you ask. 

8: Arrive prepared. Remember to turn up at the 
rental desk with the credit card you used to make 
your booking and both parts of your driving licence 
- the paper counterpart and the photocard. Ensure 
you have thought about whether you are prepared 
to pay for any extra cover or an upgrade, and take a 
copy of your rental confirmation and terms and 
conditions so you know what you have already 
agreed or paid for. 

9: Check the vehicle over before you drive away. 

Do a thorough inspection, inside and out, walking 
all the way around the vehicle. Note every single 
chip, dent and scratch. Pay particular attention to 
the wheels, windscreen and lights, which are com¬ 
mon damage areas. Don't sign any paperwork until 
you have read it through and are happy with it. Be¬ 
fore you drive the hire vehicle away, familiarise your¬ 
self with all of its controls - lights, windscreen wipers 
etc. 

10: Don't just drop and dash. When returning your 
vehicle, allow plenty of time so you can check over 
the vehicle's condition with a rental agent present. 
This is particularly important if you're returning a car 
to a busy rental site, such as an airport. It's always 
best to return the vehicle during opening hours so 
that someone can check it over with you and sign 
the condition report. If you return a vehicle outside 
these hours, you're liable for any damage that oc¬ 
curs between the drop-off and the inspection. If this 
situation can't be avoided, take pictures of the car 
to prove the condition you left it in. 


Ford Reveals That One in Three 
Young Brits Have Taken a 
'Selfie'While Driving 


FORD research for its acclaimed Driving Skills 
for Life programme has revealed that young 
Brit drivers are the most likely to take a 'selfie' 
while at the wheel. 

According to the survey, British drivers
